This  academic  school  year  will  conclude  36  years  of  service 
for  me  in  the  field  of  public  education,  which  for  the  most  part 
has  been  rewarding.  However,  there  have  been  several  hours  of 
discouragement  that  I  cannot  deny.  Nevertheless,  those  hours  of 
discontent  and  uncertainty  proved  to  be  fruitful  and  worthwhile.

ton, Board  of  Trustees  (past  and  present  members),  the  College 
staff  and,  of  course,  the  students.  To  them  I  owe  much! 

Indeed  it  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  reservation  that  I  retire  as 
President,  yet  my  interest  in  Spoon  River  College  will  never 
diminish.  However,  I  fully  intend  to  keep  abreast  of  events  at 
the  College  and  pledge  to  it  my  continuous  support. 

Whenever  a  president  leaves  a  college,  a  new  era  begins. 
Realizing  that  each  new  president  has  a  unique  style  of  leader- 
ship and  slightly  different  visions  of  what  the  college  can  be, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  Spoon  River  College  will  be  somewhat 
different  under  its  new  leadership.  This  should  be  viewed  as  a 
strength  as  the  new  president  brings  his  full  dedication  to  the 
institution. 

I  wish  all  of  you  continued  success  and  happiness  in  the  years 
ahead.  May  God  keep  and  bless  you  always.
